THE TALKING 
PICTURES

et wheel which jerks, at regular in- 
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tervals, a portion of the film in front 
or the photographic lens, pauses for 
the required time, and then Jerks an¬ 
other portion of the film into place. 
During the pause, a diaphragm op¬ 
ens, thereby exposing the film. While 
the film is moving trie diaphragm is 
closed—. 

At the same time that the pictures 
are being taken, the sound record is 
made beside the row of pictures. The 
sound-producing apparatus consist! 
of a microphone, a battery, an ampli 
her, and a neon lamp. The sounds en¬ 
tering the microphone produce var¬ 
ious currents which cause a change 
in the amount of light emitted by the 
neon lamp. Light from the lamp pas¬ 
ses through a lens and a diaphragm 
in front of the film. This appears on 
the film as a row of bands at rigut 
angles to the edge of the film. The 
more light falling on the film the 
darker the bands. When the fi l m is 
develop-d, the transparency of any 
part of the sound record is propor 
tional to tue intensity of the sound 
which originally entered the micro¬ 
phone. 

The reproducing machine consists 
of a moving picture projection Ian 
tern to which has been added an ap¬ 
paratus to reproduce the sounds. 
Light from the projection lantern 
passes through a condensing lens, a 
picture on the film, and through a 
projection lens. The pictures pass the 
lens at the same rate the exposures 
were originally made. The so-called 
moving pictures do not move at all. 
ihe optical illusion of “moving” pic¬ 
tures is due to a peculiarity of the 
eye called persistence of vieion. We 
continue to see an object for a frac¬ 
tion of a second after the image of 
it lias disappeared. About sixteen 
stationary pictures per second appear 
in succession upon the screen, and 
between the pictures the screen is 
dark. During this period of darkness 
the next picture is jerked into place 
sistence of vision, due to the pre- 
sistence of vision, the eye does not 
detect any darkness. A rotating sec¬ 
tored disk cuts off the light while the 
pictures are being changed. About 
one-sixth of the time is required to 
change pictures. 

Meantime, light from another 
source traverses the sound record to 
a photoelectric cell. The cell is con¬ 
nected with a battery, an amplifier, 
and a loud speaker. The current in 
the loud speaker is actuated by the 
same variations as was the current 
in the neon lamp when the pictures 
were taken. The sound produced by 
the loud speaker is a reproduction of 
the original sounds.

“TAKE OFF” 

WITH HEROES 

OF THE AIR 


“Flights; unforgettable exploits of 
the air” is the title given the seven 
hand-tinted drawings of Frank Lem- 
i.n for the Wright Aeronautical Cor¬ 
poration, representing landmarks in 
the history of aviation. These draw¬ 
ings are on display in the Reading 
room of the Library and will be well 
worth more than a casual glance. A 
list of the titles of these colorful 


and vivid sketches follows: 

The Wright brothers’ “Strange 
Contraption” rises at Kitty Hawk, 
1903. 

Louis Bleriot passes the White 
Cliffs of Dover in May, 1909. 

Li-utenant Commander Albert C.

The Library furnishes varied read 
mg on aviation—the crafts and the 
men responsible for the phenomenal 
growth of this branch of transporta¬ 
tion. 

commander Richard E. Byrd’s 
SKYWARD, 1928, the story of his 
dying career since training days at 
r^ensacola, readies its natural cli¬ 
max in the polar and translantic 
nights. The book is generously illus¬ 
trated with photographs, and con- 
UL.ua a good deal of aviation history 
culling the period of Byrd’s interest 
m dying. It is one of the most inter¬ 
esting and instructive books on avia- 
t.on that has been published. It is 
well lound-d and filled witn authori¬ 
tative information which is spiced and 
developed by the quick succession of 
fascinating events in the life of the 
man. 

In SKY HIGH, 1929, Eric Hodgins 
and F. A. Magoun give the history 
or aviation from its pioneer stages to 
the most recent developments in aero¬ 
nautics. The first ten chapters deal 
with man’s first attempts to fly, witn 
baloons as a medium; the authors 
then take up the progress of air¬ 
craft before the war; among the post¬ 
war chapters tile achievements of 
trans-Atlantic flights * are discussed, 
end the final chapter deals with spec¬ 
ulations as to the future of aviation. 
SKY HIGH is valuable a3 history and 
no less fascinating as a story .because 
it has been done in an unpretentious 
style and with a touch of humor. 

WE, 1927, is Charles A, Lindbergh’s 
own story of Uis life, particularly of 
his flying experiences which culmi¬ 
nated in the famous flight from New 
York to Paris. The most exciting part 
of the book is the account of the 
boy’s life as a stunt man with a 
barn-storming plane, and his career 
as a mail-flyer. His blunt tale of be- 
. eng lost ia a fog, hunting for Chicago, 
“with five minutes more of gasoline 
in my tanks” gives a real thrill. 

Lester J. Maitland’s KNIGHTS OF 
THE AIR, 1929, surveys aviation 
from the pioneer work of the Wright 
brothers up to the present, including 
Glenn Curtiss’ contributions, early 
cross-continental flights, the part of 
the aeroplane in the war, and the 
modem record-flights up to Mait¬ 
land’s own crossing of the Pacific. It 
is much more than a Who’s Who of 
airmen; it is a history of aviation 
written by a man who not only knows 
how to fly, but how to tell other peo¬ 
ple what an interesting thing flying 


is and what interesting lives fliers 
live. 


Roald Amundsen’s MY LIFE AS 
aN EXPLORER, 1927, is concerned 
chiefly with the continent to conti¬ 
nent flight with Lincoln Ellsworth a- 
cross the Artie in the Italian dirigi¬ 
ble Norge. As discovery of the South 
Poie, conqueror of tne Northwest 
Passage, and pioneer in aerial navi¬ 
gation of the polar regions, anything 
irom the ilfe of Amundsen must be 
as vigorous and fearless as this cer- 
tainiy is. 

MODERN AIRCRAFT, 1928, by V. 
W. Page is a comprehensive practical 
ooox with little mathematics, ad¬ 
dressed to aviation students, airplane 
mechanics, flying field engineering of¬ 
ficers and everyone interested in con¬ 
struction and upkeep of airplanes. 
The carefully selected and arranged 
pictures and the clear diagrams alone 
make this a valuable reference. 

In AVIATION’S PLACE IN TO¬ 
MORROW’S BUSINESS, Earl Reeves 
has been too eager to co mmun icate 
tne on-rush of progress in aviation 
to make literature, but his journal¬ 
ism is absorbing. And he makes avia¬ 
tion’s importance to business con¬ 
vincing, because it is readily seen that 
if aviation adds sufficient value to a 
product, then the transmission price 
will matter very little; the ease of 
adding value to time by the use of 
private planes- is just as evident.

After the music, B. F. Brogden 
made a brief talk on “The Public and 
Our Flag." Brogden is our flagman, 
and read us a few instructions from 
the flag code. The flag of the United 
States of America represents a living 
country; it is a living thing, and 
should receive due respect. Our flag 
should be shown only between sun¬ 
rise and sunset and should be flown 
only in favorable weather. If there 
are any state flags on the same pole 
with our national flag, the latter 
should be placed above the other. Or, 
if there are several national flags, 
each should be on a staff at the same 
height. The flag should be displayed 
on all historical occasions. Several 
don’ts concerning the flag are:
